Council rejects deepwell settlement

The legal battle over the 
proposed commercial deep- 
well project in Romulus, 
which more than a year ago 
earned the title, The Never 
Ending Story, lived up to is 
name last Thursday, when the 
outgoing City Council mem- 
bers refused to accept a well 
settlement. 

The much ballyhooed settle- 
ment meeting in Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Richard P. 
Hathaway’s courtroom ended 
with a thud, following an ap- 
parently boisterous executive 
session between six badly di- 
vided Romulus City Council 
members. 

Circuit Court officials re- 
portedly brought in the no- 
nonsense senior Judge Mic- 
hael Stacey to oversee the ses- 
sion, which was held partially 
in the judge’s chambers and 
mostly in the special executive 
session site in the courthouse 
outside the view of the press 
and public. 

All six councilmen subpoe- 
naed to be there that morning 
arrived. Only ailing Mayor pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks was al- 


lowed to miss the meeting. But 
without Banks the long exist- 
ing division between three 
pro- settlement and three anti- 
well council members 
continued. 

The pro-settlement forces 
were identified as Councilmen 
Noah “Pete” Bergeron, Jimmie 
Raspberry and Ellis Pen- 
nington. The anti-well council 
members included Randy 
Gear, William Wadsworth and 
Michael Prybyla. 

Thus the issue is now' pas- 
sed over to the administration 
of Mayor-elect W’illiam Oakley, 
if his 20- vote margin is upheld 
by the County Election offi- 
cials, and the new city council, 
which is expected to carry a 
6-1 anti-well majority. 

The council (sworn in indi- 
vidually on Monday by City 
Clerk Linda Choate) is now' 
composed of one pro-settle- 
ment councilman (Raspberry) 
and six who have spoken out 
against the well, namely Gear, 
Wadsw’orth. Prybyla and new 
members William Crova. Mary 
Collins and Debra Romak. 

Last Thursday the council- 
men arrived shortly after the 
8:30 a.m. requested time and 
were called into the judge's 


chambers almost immediately. 
They were joined by the city’s 
three lawyers handling the is- 
sue and City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

Almost immediately after 
the open council session star- 
ted, it was voted to go into ex- 
ecutive session. 

The council members pa- 
raded dow’n the courthouse 
hallway into a vacant court- 
room where they held their se- 
cret session. 

Nearly two hours later 
Councilman William Wad- 
sworth was seen solely walk- 
ing out of the executive session 
and into an undisclosed room. 

Minutes later a visibly angry’ 
Councilman Noah “Pete” Be- 
rgeron was spotted walking 
alone in the hallway, spouting 
some rather strong language. 
The only reportedable word 
w’as “stupid,” obviously refer- 
ring to his peers on the 
council. 

Bergeron w r as queried 
“based on your verbage, I have 
to assume no settlement was 
reached.” 

Bergeron, still flushed with 
anger, said, "That’s right!” 

The retiring councilman 
was then asked, “Does that 


mean the issue goes to the new 
council next week?” 

Bergeron answered quickly, 
“you are right again.” He then 
continued his walk down the 
hall, this time muttering much 
softer but no milder words to 
himself. 
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New deepwell plan 
may be blocked

The possibility of a new 
commercial non-hazardous/ 
hazardous liquid waste injec- 
tion well project beginning in 
Romulus spurred the new City 
Council into “emergency” ac- 
tion Tuesday night, with efforts 
possibly as early as this week 
being made to seek another 
court injunction against the 
digging of such a well. 

The well project listed as in 
the Wick-Inkster roads area is 
revealed in a public notice in 
today’s Romulus Roman paid 
for by Environmental Disposal 
Systems Inc. 

According to the notice, a 
copy of the application will be 
available for inspection at the 
Romulus Public Library. Five 
years ago, a similar notice was 
placed in the Dearborn Public 
Library. 

An “emergency” vote was 
taken by the new council on 
Tuesday to create a new and 
stronger environmental ordi- 
nance. It was approved by a 6-0 
vote with veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry abstaining. 

Raspberry said that passing 
the environmental restraint 
ordinance would affect busi- 


nesses (possibly even General 
Motors) currently operating 
within Romulus. 

But other council members 
stated that if the ordinance 
forces other industries to 
clean up their acts within the 
city, so be it. 

“I urge my fellow council 
members, particularly the new 
members, to make sure they 
are voting their conscience 
and not their emotions,” Rasp- 
berry said. 

Newly elected Councilwo- 
man Mary Collins countered, 
“I spoke my emotions during 
the campaign and I will vote 
my emotions on this issue. I 
find I am as much against the 
company (EDS) as I am the 
well project.” 

An EDS representative re- 
portedly delivered a copy of 
the paid public notice to City 
Clerk Linda Choate’s office on 
Tuesday. 

Councilmen William Crova 
and Michael Prybyla as well as 
others asked Mayor Beverly 
McAnally (who attended the 
meeting because of the pend- 
ing voting recount process) to 
investigate the reported mov- 
ing of soil at the planned well

Dolan appointed 
curriculum chief

Romulus High School Prin- 
cipal Thomas Dolan was pro- 
moted to the office of district 
wide curriculum director last 
week at a special meeting of 
the Romulus School Board. 

Also appointed to the dis- 
trict’s new position of director 
of human resources was Dr. 
Samuel B. LaMonica. He cur- 
rently holds the title of direc- 
tor of employee relations and 
benefits in the Livonia School 
District 

The two positions were cre- 
ated recently following the 
resignation of Romulus Assis- 
tant Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Terrel LeCesne. 
LeCesne has since moved back 
to his hometown of Inkster and 
assumed the position of super- 
intendent there. 

The motion by Trustee Ken- 
neth Berlinn and supported by 
Trustee Sandra Langley to 
hire LeMonica was approved 
by a 6-1 vote. A similar motion 
by Julie Oleszkowicz sup- 
ported by Langley to promote 
Dolan was okayed by a 6-1 vote. 

Both times the sole negative 
vote was cast by Trustee How- 
ard Kesner. 

Kesner later said he was 
voting against the procedure 
the pair were hired under 
rather than opposing the can 
didates themselves. Kesner re- 
portedly even called up Dolan 
the next day to congratulate 
him on his promotion. 

But critics of the school 
board and administration 
complained last Tuesday 
“even though we now have 
four women on the school 
board, it appears that the good 
ol’ boy system is still alive and 
well in Romulus.” 

Several of the critics (who 
preferred to remain anony- 
mous) had gathered at City 
Hall to watch the city election 
results come in and com- 
plained “some of the most re- 
cently elected school trustees 
campaigned against the ad- 
ministration of Superinten 
dent Dr. William Bedell and 
yet within days after election 
were politically married to

him.” 

Their statements were at- 
tributed to the claim that “no 
matter what Bedell wants, he 
gets from the school board.” 

They asked why a special 
meeting had to be set up the 
day before the city election, 
when almost no one would be 
in attendance, rather than 
have the appointments made 
at a regular meeting. 

The question as to why the 
school district conducted a 
special meeting a week early 
for the appointments spilled 
over into the regular board 
meeting held this Monday, 
when citizens asked “what the 
one extra week jump added to 
the schedule?” 

Several in the audience said 
they felt citizen input was im- 
portant in such critical 
appointments. 

Bedell interjected, “For 
those who feel class size would 
be lowered if we had not ap- 
pointed Dolan, you are wrong.” 

Other frustrations followed 
as it was revealed Dolan won’t 
take over his new post, until 
the board decides on follow-up 
principal changes. It is 
strongly rumored that Middle 
School Principal Daniel Hurst 
would then be named high

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Good news 

Health care services are changing for the better in 1 996

There’s “good news” in the 
health care field, according to 
Gail L. Warden, president and 
chief executive officer of He- 
nry Ford Health System. 

In a speech to members of 
the Southern Wayne County 
Chamber of Commerce, War- 
den said that costs are costs 
are stable and quality and cus- 
tomer satisfaction are 
improving. 

However, he does see some 
negative aspects of current 
proposed legislation. 

“Cuts could have an impact 
on inner city and rural health 
care services and create more 
people without insurance. 
Medical education also could 
be underfunded,”. Warden 

said. 

’ Warden predicted that the 
pending legislation will be vet-

oed by President Clinton and 
returned to Congress. After re- 
visions, the proposed legisla- 
tion will be re-submitted. 

Warden noted in his speech 
that there are 40 million peo- 
ple in the U.S. without health 
care insurance, one million of 


them in Michigan. 

When health care reform 
was first proposed by the Clin- 
ton Administration, the 1,330- 
page document did not include 
a plan for its financing, and its 
components were very compli- 
cated, Warden said. 

“Congress was prudent, and 
did not pass it without a way to 
pay for it,” he said. “Yet, at the 
same time, changes were tak- 
ing place in the marketplace. 

“Health care is not a na- 
tional mechanism. It is a local 
matter, and change is needed 
in the local community,” War 
den said. “The good news is 
that health care is getting bet- 
ter, because the system is 
transforming itself.” 

Warden noted that health 
care was fragmented in the 
past with no continuity and the 
specialties were not 
connected. 

“Now, when the patient en 


ters the system, it is more orga- 
nized and the patient moves 
along more smoothly,” he said. 
“There is a plan on how to deal 
with an episode of illness - a 
procedure or protocol. 

“For example, in the past a 
patient was hospitalized for 
nine to 10 days for a hip re- 
placement. That has now been 
reduced by three or four days 
because we coordinate and ed- 
ucate before the patient is ad- 
mitted, and teach them how to 
use a walker before the opera- 
tion, not after. 

“There are shorter stays for 
mothers with normal deliv- 
eries, called drive-by deliv- 
eries by some,” Warden said, 
noting that at-home follow up 
can replace a lengthy hospital 
stay for many mothers. 

‘‘Instead of treating ill- 
nesses, we are now managing 
the health of patients and 
using prevention strategies,” 


Warden said. “There has been 
a change in thinking. Instead 
of spending money on new 
technology, health care system 
are investing in education.” 

The impact of the new look 
at health care has resulted in 
the consolidation of health 
care services in every commu- 
nity and a new perspective of 
the specialties. 

‘‘In the past, everyone 
wanted a specialist. Now, the 
primary care is with the gen 
eral practitioner who can treat 
80 percent of the cases. Often, 
he uses specialists as consul- 
tants,” Warden said. “The re- 
sult is that the salaries of the 
primary care physicians have 
increased and the salaries of 
the specialists have flattened 
or, in some cases, decreased.” 

Fueling the cost-saving pro- 
grams is the automobile com- 
panies’ target of a five to 10 
percent decrease in costs over 


the next three years. 

Warden is chairman of the 
American Hospital Associa- 
tion Board ofTrustees, an elec- 
ted ember of the Institute of 
Medicine of the National 
Academy of Sciences and 
serves on the Institute’s Gov- 
erning Council. 

At Henry Ford Health Sys- 
tem, Warden has spearheaded 
affiliations to optimize the 
health care delivery services 
and insurance programs deliv- 
ered to area residents. In 1994, 
the national Committee for 
Quality Health Care awarded 
Henry Ford its first award for 
Health Care Integration. 

He is a graduate of 
Dartmouth College with a mas- 
ter’s degree in health care 
management from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Warden 
serves as an adviser to Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s Health Care 
Delivery Task Force.

Great Lakes research 
closed after debate 


The Republican majority at- 
tached Rep. Dick Chrysler’s 
Commerce Dismantling Act to 
the temporary debt limit ex 
tension legislation, which pas- 
sed the House on a party-line 
vqte. 

Language contained in 
Chryslers bill will effectively 
end all near shore research 
conducted on the Great Lakes 
inear shore research is de- 
fined as any research that is 
conducted within 10 nautical 
miles of the shore). 

Chryslers bill will force the 
closure of the only fresh water 
research laboratory in the na- 
tion. the Great Lakes Environ- 
mental Research Laboratory 
GLERL), located in Ann Ar 
bor. Furthermore. Chrysler s 
bill would repeal the Nonin 
digenous Aquatic Nuisance 
and Prevention and Control 
Act of 1990. established to help 
stem the tide of the zebra 


mussel. 

The House of Representa- 
tives has already gone on re- 
cord as supporting GLERL and 
the further research of nonin- 
digenous aquatic species. 

On July 26. the House unani- 
mously accepted a bipartisan 
amendment from Reps. Lynn 
Rivers and two other congress 
members that restored the 
funding for GLERL to the Com- 
merce, Justice, State Appro- 
priations bill, which passed by 
a 272-151 vote. 

In the not too distant past, 
much of the Great Lakes sys- 
tem was barely usable by the 
basin's population. This re- 
markable resource, containing 
over 90 percent of the nation's 
fresh surface water, had been 
degraded to the point that suds 
washed onto its shores, and 
mounds of dead alewives. a 
nonindigenous fish, sullied the 
beaches. 


The highlight of the four 
mile tour are the giant ani- 
mated characters made from 
twinkling lights. 35 displays 


with over 500,000 lights pow- 
ered by over 350,000 watts of 
electricity. Major displays in- 
clude a 48-by-40 foot poinsettia 


wreath, 36.28 foot American 
flag, nativity scene, elf village, 
gingerbread village and 
Santa’s golf cart.

Oakley seating is denied

A legal challenge by Mayor- 
elect William Oakley to take 
over the mayor’s chair pending 
the outcome of the recall chal- 
lenge by current Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally apparently 
failed Tuesday. 

Oakley’s attorney had filed a 
motion in Circuit Court Judge 
Michael Talbot’s court that he 
be seated as mayor imme- 
diately. rather than await the re- 
sults of a recount of mayoral 
votes apparently next month. 
With that court rejection. 


McAnally and her administra- 
tion remains in control pend- 
ing the recount decision. 
Rumors persist that some de- 
partment heads have already 
left their jobs. 

McAnally filed a challenge 
to the apparent 20-vote victory 
by Oakley, charging “fraud and 
error’’ took place in the com- 
piling of the vote totals on Nov. 
7. 

That action caused a flurry 
of phone calls about the city 
over the weekend, since City 
Hall was officially closed on 
Friday as part of the city’s Vet- 


Vining Road study session set Tuesday 


A special study session for 
City Council members on the 
progress of the Vining Road in 
terchange project has been 
slated for 6 p.m. Tuesday in the 
council chambers. 

Community Development 
Director Jane Downing said 


the state had hiked its finan- 
cial interest in the project by 
another $3 5 million recently, 
but said it needed some early 
confirmation that Romulus 
was continuing with the pro- 
ject.

Daily pay allotments for 
substitute teachers in Ro- 
mulus schools was increased 
from $60 to $80 Monday night 
by the Board of Education. 

Acting on a request by Art 
McPharlin, administrative 
aide to Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell, the board 
hiked the daily rates from $60 
per day to $80, and for long 
term assignments from $65 a 
day to $85. 

McPharlin said a “survey of 
neighborhood school districts 
shows our daily and long term 
pay is at least $10 per day be- 
low the average.” 

He suggested a hike in pay 
scales by $10 a day to become 
average, but the board de- 
cided to jump the pay scales by 
$20 to attract quality substi- 
tutes. 

The long term pay scales be- 
gin on the 11th consecutive day 
of substituting, McPharlin 
said. He was gratified by the 
board’s actions saying that the 
district can now be selective in 
its substitute hirings. 

Bedell also pressed for the 
increased pay after finding it 
was difficult to attract substi- 
tutes with the current pay 
scales. 

Later when high school stu- 
dents questioned what impact 
they could have on the hiring 
of such substitutes (partic- 
ularly for advanced math and 
other quality subjects), Bedell 
urged them to inform high 
school executives of the best 
and the worst of such substi- 
tutes. 

Students’ views could be a 
major help in such hiring pro- 
cedures, Bedell said. 

McPharlin asked the press 
and the public to let quality 
substitutes know that Romulus 
schools are in the market for 
their services. 

Another student later stood 
up and pressed for action on 

better substitutes, crying out 

“we need quality teachers not 
babysitters.”

1985. He served as principal of 
the Middle School for two 
years and has been high school 
principal since 1987.

Train crash damages road, 
semi-tractor trailer truck

A 42-year-old truck driver 
escaped serious injury Thurs- 
day morning, when his semi- 
tractor trailer truck was 
smashed by a passing CSX 
train on Van Born Road in Ro- 
mulus, a half mile west of 
Wayne Road.

Clean-up bill passes Senate 


The State Senate passed 
Senate Bill 728 encouraging 
Michigan’s private sector to 
conduct their own environ- 
mental testing and clean ups 
without waiting for coercion 
by the government. 

“I am very excited about the 
passage of this bill,” said Sena 
tor Loren Bennett, the bills’ 
sponsor and chair of the Natu 
ral Resources and Environ- 
mental Affairs Committee. “1 
believe it has the potential to 


make a phenomenal differ- 
ence in the way Michigan busi- 
nesses feel toward government 
regulation and the amount of 
cooperation we will now re- 
ceive in cleaning up the 
environment.” 

Senate Bill 728 provides in- 
centive for Michigan's regu- 
lated industries to conduct 
voluntary self- auditing, self-re- 
porting and clean-ups. Bennett 
said that if companies take the 
initiative to do this on their 
own. they will be provided 


with carefully structured im- 
munity “as long as clean-ups 
are promptly and effectively 
conducted. 

“Some environmental extre- 
mists have chosen to argue 
that the audit bill encourages 
businesses to ‘pollute now and 
pay later,”’ Bennett said, "but 
if you know anything about the 
cost of cleaning up a contami 
nated site, you know it is finan- 
cial suicide to pollute on 
purpose."

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Alex’s invites all to a free Thanksgiving dinner

Why not get a day early 
jump on Thanksgiving with a 
turkey dinner on the house at 
Alex’s Garden Patch (38910 
Michigan Avenue, Wayne)? 

From 3-7 p.m., on Wednes- 
day, November 22, Alex’s - one 
of Wayne’s finest family food 
restaurants - is hosting their 
third annual free Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner for the community. 

Serving the meal the day be 
fore Thanksgiving makes it 
more convenient for their reg 
ular customers, needy people, 
and anybody else who would 
enjoy an extra Thanksgiving 
dinner,” said Mike Zeidan, 
Alex’s general manager. 

The menu is traditional: 
slices of juicy roasted turkey 
with subtly seasoned stuffing, 
candied sweet potatoes, fresh 
vegetables, and generous 
pieces of pumpkin pie. The 


setting is homey and den-like: 
booths with wide cushy seats 
and Victorian light fixtures 
spread over a large walnut 
paneled room with a touch of 
red brick, large mullioned 
window's, and a gleaming tile 
floor. 

While Alex’s kindness is in 
the holiday spirit, it’s also a 
wonderful opportunity to dis 
cover the pleasures of low-dol- 
lar feasting. 1 had that 
pleasure at lunch last week, 
and w'as wowed by the rich fla- 
vors of my inexpensive home- 
cooked meal and by the quick 
ness and friendliness of the 
service, which begins at the 
door. 

Despite the lunch rush, I 
was quickly seated and pro- 
vided a glass of water and a 
bottomless cup of coffee. 
Alex’s insures the quick ser- 
vice by providing the highest 
waitresses-customer ratio that 


I’ve ever encountered in a fam- 
ily restaurant. 

Circumstances made it 
easy to order. I was low on cash 
and the rich aroma of simmer 
ing soup wafting from the 
kitchen stirred me to order 
one of the 25 different $2.99 
soup and sandwich combos. 

I selected a bowl of min- 
estrone and a cold meatloaf 
sandwich. A few' minutes later, 
the waitress brought me the 
thickest minestrone west of 
Lelli’s. It was almost all vegeta 
bles - celery, potatoes, toma- 
toes, peppers, carrots - and 
vermicelli mildly flavored by 
herbs and spices in a vegeta- 
ble broth. 

Before I could even slurp 
down a few spoonfuls, the Jack 
Flash waitress brought me a 
large meatloaf sandwich made 
with thick homemade bread 
and a side of crisp wavy chips. 
To balance my diet, the chef 


topped the sandwich with let- 
tuce and tomato. 

Filling and delicious, the 
meal and service cost me less 
than a fast food burger. It w'as 
typical of Alex’s other value 
meals, including the lunch 
salads. Greek, Julienne, and 
ham and cheese also $2.99. 

For $3.99, there are 20 more 
creative sandwiches served 
with soup and a potato side. 

“Our most popular house 
sandwich is made with roast 
beef, turkey, lettuce, tomato, 
and a slice of Swiss or Ameri- 
can cheese and comes on ei- 
ther white, rye or wheat 
bread,” said Zeidan. “Our 
chicken noodle soup has even 
brought us diners from as far 
away as Flint.” 

For $4.99, there are lunch 
and dinner meals served with 
potato, soup or salad, and bev- 
erage. On my visit, these spe- 
cials included shrimp, fried 
clams, chicken strips, mush- 
room steak and more. 

Seasoned citizens - 55 and 
above - get the best deal: the 
$3.95 senior special. Served 
from 3-9 p.m., specials include 
coffee or tea, soup or salad, 
and choice of desert. Entrees 
include veal parmesan with 
spaghetti, breaded pork chop 
with potato and vegetable, fish 
dinner with potato and vegeta- 
ble, and many others.

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Voters in Western 
Wayne sent a clear mes- 
sage to their local gov- 
ernment officials that 
“politics as usual” will 
work no longer. Upsets 
were the order of the day 
in Romulus, Westland, 

Belleville and Inkster at elections held Nov. 7. 

Clearly, the biggest upset took place in volatile 
Romulus where former mayor Bill Oakley garnered a 
20-vote victory over longtime mayor Beverly McAnal- 
ly. Few felt McAnally’s political machine could be 
beat, but Oakley, with a strong door-to-door presence 
and fantastic utilization of the anti-McAnally forces, 
did the impossible. 

Oakley’s charge once he is allowed to take over as 
mayor, could be coined “mission impossible.” His 
council includes three newcomers, Bill Crova, Mary 
Collins and RECAP spokesperson Debbie Romak. 
These three will try to mix with the likes of longtime 
councilman Jimmie Raspberry. I predict that will be 
like mixing oil and vinegar. This council, unless Oak- 
ley has far greater negotiating skills than the former 
mayor, will continue to be split on most of their deci- 
sions. Good luck. Mayor Oakley — may you find the an- 
swers to unleash the hidden potential that could 
make Romulus a prosperous city. 

Belleville sported its own mayoral upset. Relative 
newcomer Dennis Fassett campaigned hard to beat 
longtime councilman Tony Talaga for the mayoral 
post vacated by Glenn Silvenis. Fassett appears to 
have an endless stream of new ideas he will likely at- 
tempt to implement in an effort to make Belleville’s 
amenities better known. 

An elected official since the early 1960s, both at the 
state level and as council president in Westland, was 
unceremoniously dumped from office. Tom Brown, 
current president of the Westland City Council fin- 
ished out of the running for one of four council seats. 
Brown’s long and distinguished career didn’t appear 
to mean a lot to voters who chose the younger, outspo- 
ken Richard LeBlanc and former state representative 
Justine Barns to unseat Brown and incumbent coun- 
cilman David Cox. 

In Inkster, former councilman Ernest Hendricks 
got revenge by regaining his seat from Sheila Evans 
Greene, who had beaten Hendricks four years ago. 
Both Hendricks and Greene have proven to be effec- 
tive lawmakers and it was a shame that one of them 
had to lose. 

But that is the nature of politics — there are always 
winners and losers in a democratic system. Now it is 
up to the winners to take their mandate and use their 
campaigning skills to make their cities better commu- 
nities in which to live. It is clear that voters, for the 
most part, are not interested in maintaining the sta- 
tus quo. They seek a better, more responsive govern- 
ment, and they have chosen new leaders to make it 
happen. 

We congratulate all the winners. Bill Oakley, your 
victory was remarkable! Ditto to Dennis Fassett, 
Richard LeBlanc and Ernest Hendricks. And to those 
that lost, you can hang your heads high, because you 
have given yourself to the democratic process. You 
have sacrificed time and energy to make your commu- 
nity better. That, my friends, is not the mark of a los- 
er!

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Texas woman responds to injection well study

I am responding to two arti- 
cles that were in the Michigan 
Community Newspapers on 
Oct 25, concerning well safety 
issues for the proposed com- 
mercial deep well injection fa 
cility in Romulus. 

My name is Phyllis Glazer 
and I am president and foun- 
der of Mothers Organized to 
Stop Environmental Sins or 
(MOSES) in Winona, Texas. 

MOSES is a grassroots non- 
profit organization using edu- 
cation, litigation, and service 
to preserve and protect rural, 
low-income and minority com- 
munities of Texas from expo- 
sure to toxic substances and 
contamination by hazardous 
wastes. 

According to the Texas Nat- 
ural Resource Conservation 
Commission, Texas leads the 


nation in the number ot waste 
disposal injection wells with 
more than 62,000 active wells, 
of which 200 are industrial and 
municipal waste disposal 
wells. Of the 10 commercial 
hazardous waste injection fa- 
cilities having Class I wells in 
the United States, seven are lo- 
cated in Texas. 

Disposal or dispersal, as is 
the case, of hazardous waste 
by deep well injection is the 
only method of hazardous 
waste disposal that does not 
first require treatment of the 
waste. This method is widely 
used for disposal of waste 
ranging from salt water recov- 
ered in oil and gas production 
activities to the most toxic sub- 
stances known to man and un- 
known to man. 

“Class I” wells are those 
wells used for deep-well injec- 
tion of hazardous wastes be- 
neath a formation containing a

source of drinking water. Haz 
ardous wastes are injected 
into a Class I well under pres- 
sure causing the waste to fol- 
low the path of least resistance 
away from point of entry' into 
the injection zone. The injec- 
tion of hazardous waste into 
underground formations via 
open-ended well shafts does 
nothing to reduce either the 
quantity of toxicity of haz- 
ardous waste. It is merely the 
cheapest way. 1 believe it 
should be outlawed! 

The Earth is not monolithic. 
It is constantly changing 
through the shifting of the 
Earth’s plates. There are also 


the geochemical chimney 
which can become a pathway 
for gases or vapors of injected 
hazardous waste to rise 
through the various layers of 
the Earth, eating their way 
through rock, shale, etc., until 
their final release at the 
earth's surface. 

Toxic emissions inevitably 
escape into the air when load 
ing and unloading the rail cars 
and trucks into these facilities. 
In addition, there are four 
types of failures which ulti- 
mately result in toxic emis- 
sions and are considered to be 
possible health threats: (1) 
fractures in the containment 
interval, which is the geologi- 
cal layer and upper containing 
barrier for the wastes injected 
below it; (2) failure of the con 
crete seal between the con 
tainment interval and the 
protective casing of the well; 
(3) unplugged wells which pen 


etrate the containment inter- 
val into the injection zone and 
thus can act as channels for 
upward movement of the in 
jected waste; and (4) failure of 
the protective casing and in- 
jection tubing. 

Results of exposure to these 
dangers include contamina 
tion of soils, drinking and sur- 
face water, and toxic emissions 
resulting in deterioration of 
the lungs and throat, birth de- 
fects, tumors, cancers, and 
death. 

I first became involved in 
my community’s struggle 
against Gibraltar Chemical 
Resources, Inc., which has 
since sold to American Ecol 
ogy Corporation, after my 
youngest son and I were seri- 
ously affected by passing 
through a toxic cloud of chemi 
cal smoke due to an explosion 
of the dump on the way to his 
school. We discovered the 


Winona community had expe- 
rienced adverse health effects • 
for years including: severe * 
birth defects; rare tumors and - 
cancers; Elephant Man’s dis- l 
ease; stunted growth; brain ; 
damage; liver damage; kidney 
malfunction and failure; albi - 
noism and skin discolorations 
in our black children; and tris 
omy, the rarest genetic defect 
in the world with only eight 
known cases. All of these 
health affects in a community 
of approximately 1,800, includ 
ing suiTounding communities. 
The community also experi 
enced birth defects and unex- 
plained deaths of livestock, 
and crop damage, which are 
believed to be caused by toxic 
emissions and/or ground water 
contamination. 

Acute illness experienced 
by community members in-

spending has had to come from 
borrowing in the bond market. 

Please note that the bond 
market hates inflation - pas- 
sionately. Even the hint of in 
flation can send bond sales 
plummeting and interest rates 
soaring. 

To assure the bond market 
traders that their “economic 
agenda” is being respected - 
the Federal Reserve has sad- 
dled us with a slow growth, low 
wage, low inflation economy. 
Real wages have been stag- 
nant or falling in the private 
sector for over 20 years. During 
that exact same period teacher 
and other public sector sal- 
aries and benefits have soared 
to dizzying heights. For private 
sector workers to maintain 
their lifestyles in this slow 
growth environment - house- 
wives have been compelled to 
enter the work force and 
credit card debt has ballooned 
to obscene and startling levels. 

Now the chickens are fi- 
nally coming home to roost. 
There is great discontent in 
the land. Talk of a consumer 
credit collapse is being hears. 
“Third party” politics is being 
taken very seriously by 
thoughtful people. 

People are sick of the “slow 
growth” economy. It is a guar- 
anteed path to further social 
discontent and eventually to 
confrontation. 

Slow growth economics may 
have given the Wall Street 
bond traders and their clients, 
the Washington elites, what 
they were after, it may have 
covered up the problems that 
arouse from taking the dollar 
off the gold standard. 

But on Main Street “slow 
growth” has been a crown of 
thorns pressed down on the 
brow of retailers and small 
business - and it has resulted 
in the economic crucifixion of 
our private sector working 
class.

Education 

threatened 

To the editor: 

As students, teachers, and 
administrators return to 
schools all over the country, I 
want to remind you of a criti- 
cal battle that will take place 
this fall in Washington over the 
issue of education. To put it 
bluntly, our educators, stu- 
dents, and parents need to be 
aware that our nation’s invest- 
ments in education - in our 
children’s future - are under 
direct attack by the Republi- 
can majority in the House. 

The President is firmly com- 
mitted to a comprehensive 
economic policy based on bal- 
ancing the budget, reducing 
trade barriers worldwide, and 
creating jobs here at home. 
But he is convinced that to 
strengthen families, expand 
our economy, and raise the liv- 
ing standards for the Ameri- 
can people, nothing is more 
critical to our nation’s future 
than ensuring that all Ameri- 
cans have the education and 
skills they need. 

Education has become the 
fundamental fault-line in the 
standard of living for Ameri- 
can families. Many Americans 
have seen their incomes stag- 
nate over the last 15 years; the 


real income of the typical fam- 
ily has actually declined. Yet 
those with the most education 
and training have bucked the 
trend. Today, the typical col- 
lege graduate earns 74 percent 
more than a worker with only a 
high school degree. Studies 
also show that for every year of 
training a person gets after 
high school, his or her earn- 
ings rise by 6 to 12 percent. Ed- 
ucation is the key to growth in 
our economy, in wages, and in 
our standard of living. 

President Clinton has pro- 
posed to balance the budget 
over the next 10 years. He 

would do so by cutting waste- 
ful spending, streamlining pro- 
grams, and ending unneeded 
subsidies. Yet he would pre- 
serve and increase investment 
in education by $40 billion 
over the next seven years; pro- 
tect Medicaid, Medicare and 
the environment; and provide 
for a targeted tax cut that 
would help middle-income 
Americans raise their chil- 
dren, save for the future and 
pay for post-second ary 
education. 

By contrast, there are pro- 
posals in Congress threatening 
to cut $36 billion from educa- 
tion and training to help them 
balance the budget in seven 
years and provide a huge tax 
cut to those who need it least. 
They have proposed: slashing 
investments in Head Start; 
abolishing the Goals 2000 
school reforms; cutting crucial 
assistance to students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds; 
abolishing the Technology 
Learning Challenge, which le- 
verages private money for 
technology in schools and com- 
munities; cutting funding for 
apprenticeship training in 


half; abolishing AmeriCorps - 
the heart of the President’s Na- 
tional Service program; rai- 
sing students’ cost of loans by 
$10 billion over seven years; 
halting progress on the Presi- 
dent’s Direct Lending pro- 
gram; and denying Pell Grants 
to 360,000 students in 1996 
alone. 

I firmly believe that the 
American people want to bal- 
ance the budget and continue 
to increase investments in ed- 
ucation. The President has 
shown that it is possible. Nev- 
ertheless, there are those in 
Congress who are determined 
to go forward with these ex- 
treme cuts. The debate over 
this issue will be one of the 
most significant in the coming 
months, if not years. The fu- 
ture of this great nation is at 
stake.

Labels need 
to be read 

To the editor: 

Just as you wouldn’t drive 
across the country withp.ut 
consulting a road map, you 
should never take medicine 


without first reading the label 
- your road map to good health. 

Over-the-counter (OTC) 
medicine labels offer all the 
information that a consumer 
needs to know to safely admin 
ister medicines. But according 
to a recent survey conducted 
by the Council on Family 
Health, 28 percent of the con 
suiners surveyed said the la- 
bels are not telling them 
everything they need to know. 
On further questioning, we 
found that the “missing” ele- 
ments that these survey partic- 
ipants indicated they would 
like to see on the label - indica- 
tions, ingredients, etc. - do in- 
deed, already appear on all 
medicine labels. 

As part of its continuing 
work to increase consumer 
awareness of the information 
contained on the medicine la- 
bel, the council has launched a 
new multi-media educational 
campaign, “The Medicine La- 
beL.Your Road Map to Good 
Health.” 

The council believes that 
consumer awareness and com 
prehension of medicine labels 
is of critical importance as the 
trend toward the availability 
OTC medicines increases.

If government services shut 
down due to the budget dead- 
lock, many Western Wayne 
County residents will be carry- 
ing on business as usual with 
little disruption.

elude blackouts, seizures, 
tremors, respiratory problems, 
nosebleeds, nausea, vomiting, 
loss of nasal septums, severe 
headaches, and hair loss to 
name but a few. 

Chemicals scramble the ge- 
netic code causing an informa- 
tion imbalance in the cell. It’s 
like a madman in a library! 
The damage that is done does 
not just hit those children. 
Those children, even if they 
seem normal, can give birth to 
children with mutations, be- 
cause their genes have been 
mutated. A family’s lineage is 
wiped out. What more can you 
do to a people than to alter 
their lineage and change their 
families forever? 

As one mother with an af- 
fected child told EPA at a hear- 
ing. “Over the past few years, 
my family on numerous occa- 
sions have had to evacuate our 
home due to exposure from 
chemicals emitted from this 
(Gibraltar) facility. On one oc- 
casion, we had to evacuate our 
children with wet washcloths 
over their faces in the middle 
of the night and it was really a 
terrifying experience for them 
and they still remember it ... 
We feel like we are and have 
been part of an ill fated exper- 
iment ... Our lives and our 
dreams and our health have 
been taken away by this facil- 
ity and we’re now, as a family, 
having to abandon our farm ... 
to get out of the danger ... Is 
there really such a thing as an 
acceptable risk, gfeecially 
when they have natnesRhke my 
children do?” 

After living near the dump 
during its many spills, explo- 
sions, truck spills, and upsets, 

I eventually sent my youngest 
son away to safety, but stayed 
behind myself to save the chil- 
dren that couldn’t leave. I sim- 
ply could not leave children 
whose faces and names I knew. 
As a woman, as a mother and 
as a human being, I simply 
could not. 

Real estate values have 
plummeted and people cannot 
morally or legally (due to the 
.state disclosure law) sell their 
homes or farms without dis- 
closing information about 
their proximity to this dump; 
and many banks are not will- 
ing to take the risk of environ- 
mental liability and future de- 
valuation. 

Smith County Appraisal 
District took the first step this 
past summer and lowered 
property values for property 
with a 2.5 mile radius of Amer- 
ican Ecology’s Gibraltar dump. 

In the Texas Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Temporary injunction 
and the Texas Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Agreed Final Judgment 
against American Ecology’s Gi- 
braltar dump, creeks, rivers, 
ground water, and wetlands 
have all been poisoned, and 
the people placed time and 
time again in “imminent and 


substantial endangerment to 
the public health, safety, and 
the environment” 

It never ceases to amaze me 
when some governmental 
agencies and industrial engi- 
neers minimize the dangers 
that these companies impose 
upon communities, their chil- 
dren, and the environment. It 
is nothing short of contempt of 
conscience! The logic that is 
used is that the hazardous 
waste must go somewhere if 
we are to live in a progressive 
society; but the need for a dis- 
posal doesn’t make the logic 
correct. And, nothing on God’s 
Earth can make it right! 

I would like to ask Mr. Dan- 
iels, Jr., the geologist hired by 
Michigan Community News- 
papers, what he calls fail-safe? 
Would he consider Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal in Colorado 
- a commercial injection well 
facility that caused earth- 
quakes in Denver, had to be 
shut down and is now a Super- 
fund site - fail safe? Or per- 
haps, the injection wells in 
Victory, Ohio, that leaked and 
contaminated farm land for 
miles which the company 
bought then for pennies on the 
dollar -- would he consider 
them fail-safe? 

These were all “state-of-the- 
art” facilities and abysmal fail- 
ures that ruined people’s 
lands and lives. State-of-the- 
art to the Winona community 
has come to mean the same 
thing as the Titanic, the Chal- 
lenger - a Jurassic Park! 

When Mr. Daniels goes on to 
say that problems in the dis- 
tant past have been overcome 
by the tightening of govern- 
ment regulations, I would like 
to remind him that the govern- 
ment is in a mode of light 
speed deregulating whatever 
few environmental regulations 
we had which were few' and far 
between. We are quickly 
marching backwards, back- 
wards in time! 

As far as his comments con- 
cerning EPA not authorizing 
the well until it has demon- 
strated mechanical integrity, I 
would like him to know that 
EPA authorized well WDW-229 
at American Ecology’s Gibral- 
tar dump, before EPA realized 
that the long-string casing was 
missing some 800 feet of ce- 
ment casing just 363 feet below 
the Carrizo-Wilcox Aquifer, 
which supplies one-fifth of the 
drinking water for the state of 
Texas and parts of Arkansas 
and Louisiana. How can we be 
certain that a hazardous waste 
injection well has integrity 
when some of the companies 
that operate them and govern- 
ment agencies that regulate 
them do not always demon- 
strate integrity themselves? 

They have become sales- 
men of deception. We commu- 
nities and their children are at 
issue, should we not err on the 
side of their safety? 

If we poison our food sup- 
ply, where shall we get suste- 
nance? If we contaminate our 
air, water and Earth, where 
shall we live? And, what shall 
we leave as a legacy to our 


children if we ruin this Earth, 
our home? We’re capable in 
this day and age of doing that, 
destroying creation - not from 
wars or bombs, but from waste. 
Disposal is a misnomer. 

The final solution is not to 
produce what we cannot dis- 
pose of safely and what can 
poison the world and us for 
generations to come. We must 
use the technology available 
today to reduce or eliminate 
waste in the creation process. 
Preventive medicine needs no 
cures. 

And, in any case, children 
should never have to pay for 
progress with their health and 
their lives. 

As the Honorable Carl 
Granberry, mayor of Winona 
and retired colonel in the Air 
Force stated at an EPA hear- 
ing, “In the first place, I think 
an injection well is nothing but 
a toxic underground monster 
that’s going to consume us, 
whether it’s today, tomorrow or 
next year is immaterial. 

Those who say through their 
computer modeling that it will 
not migrate for 10,000 years are 
creating a huge hoax. The 
fluids that are being injected 
will seep, ooze, migrate, creep, 
flow, move - they will not stay 
in one place. We think we 
know pretty well what’s down 
there because we have some 
extremely educated geologists 
in the world. (Perhaps like Mr. 
Daniels, Jr.) 

However, if they were per- 
fect, no driller would ever drill 
a dry hole. All of these things 
are mechanical, manmade de- 
vices and they will fall. Man 
has never yet devised a ma- 
chine that would not fail. Ma- 
chines fail and whether they 
fail one at a time or whether 
they fail collectively is a mat- 
ter of chance. They say that the 
combination of the annulus, 
the casing, the concrete, the 
cement or whatever it is can- 
not fail at once to create a 
problem in our water table. 
Yeah, it can! Yeah, it can!” 

This is our home. This com- 
pany has been permitted to 
commit chemical warfare on 
our children. American chil- 
dren on American soil. 

As one father put it at yet 
another hearing, “I fought in 
the war in Korea and I am 
more afraid today than I was 
any day of that war, because 
my children are in danger in 
their own home. And, if that’s 
not enough to scare everyone, 
then something’s wrong with 
the world. The world has gone 
mad!” 

After seeing a MOSES video 
tape where I spoke of Winona 
being my paradise lost, an en- 
vironmental toxicologist asked 
his assistant to write the end- 
ing for a lecture that he gave. 

He ended with, “Winona is 
everyone’s lost paradise. Fight 
for your lives, and perhaps one 
day you can quote Milton 
again, only this time as para- 
dise regained.” I could but re- 
ply, “Once you have lost 
paradise, there is no way 
back!”

; Shortly after Detroit Metro 
Airport officials reported its 
25th consecutive month of re- 
cord-breaking passenger traf- 
fic, those same officials 
released holiday travel tips to 
make those airport visits more 
enjoyable. 

Those travel tips are even 
more important this year, 
Wayne County spokesperson 
Irma Clark reveals because of 
the on-going stepped up secu- 
rity at the airport and because 
of recent convictions of terror- 
ists in New York City. 

“The day before Thanksgiv- 
ing is always the busiest day of 
the year at Detroit Metro Air- 
port," Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara said, “fol- 
lowed by the Sunday after the 
Thanksgiving holiday.” 

McNamara said airport 
workers are prepared to make 
the holiday rush enjoyable, de- 
spite the increased FAA or- 
dered security hikes. 

The travel tips include: 

• Domestic passengers trav- 
eling Nov. 22 and Nov. 26 
should plan to arrive at Metro 
Airport at least 90 minutes be- 
fore their scheduled depar- 
ture. International passengers 
should allow Utfemselves two 
and a half hours early. 

• Curbside check-ins are 
still allowed in front of the 
terminals. 

• If local residents are pick- 
ing up friends or relatives, 
they should plan on parking in 
one of the short term lots. Mo- 
torists will not be allowed to 
wait at curbside and unat- 
tended vehicles will be tick- 
eted and towed away. 

• Travelers are urged to 
place name tags inside their 
bags as well as outside. 

• Passengers 18 years and 
older should be prepared to 
present a photo identification 
(driver’s license or passport) at 
the ticket counters. If a pas- 
senger does not have a photo 
ID, two other pieces of ID will 
suffice, one of which must be 
government issued. They in- 
clude voter registration card, 
birth certificate, social secu-

rity card or employee ID. 

• Travelers are urged not to 
leave their luggage 
unattended. 

• Passengers should be pre- 
pared to answer questions 
about their luggage. 

• Travelers are urged to 
pack their cameras, jewelry, 
medications, money, passports 
and other valuables in their 
carry-on luggage. 

• Other essentials should be 
stored with regular luggage 
since carry-on luggage space 
becomes cramped during peak 
holiday flights. 

• If you need quick identi- 
fication for your luggage, tie a 
brightly colored ribbon on the 
handle of your bags. 

• Remove hooks, straps and 
wheels (when possible) before 
checking luggage to avoid 
damage to your bag. 

• All carry-on luggage is sub- 
ject to inspection at the secu- 
rity checkpoint. Gift-wrapped 
packages may need to be 
opened, so delay such wrap- 
pings until after you arrive at 
your destination. 

• For airport information, 
motorists approaching Metro 
Airport can tune into 920 AM 
on their radio dial (within 
three or four miles of their 
destination). 

Michael Conway, airport 
spokesman, said September 
travel totals at Metro were 
2,215,181, a listed 4.3 percent 
hike over the previous year. 

For the year, Metro Airport 
showed 21.3 million arriving 
and departing passengers, an 
increase of 8.8 percent over 
the first nine months of 1994. 
The largest increase (16.7 per- 
cent) was recorded for interna- 
tional passengers.

Lights, curtains, action! 

Directing a group of aspir- 
ing young actors can be very 
challenging and rewarding, 
but for Tracy Spada, the oppor- 
tunity is like a gift which keeps 
on giving.

The gold rush (and state ti- 
tle as well) ended on a cold 
and dreary Saturday for Be- 
lleville as a combination of 
sleet and snow, mixed with a 
physical and vengefhl Monroe 
destroyed Coach Bob LaPointe 
and the Tigers’ dreams for a 
Class AA state football cham- 
pionship. 

With merciless rains that 
turned to sleet and snow, and 
gusts of winds estimated at 35 
miles per hour sweeping 
across the Tiger tundra, the 
two-time Mega Conference 


Red Division champs fell to 
Monroe 25-6 in a '‘AA' regional 
2 final. 

The rain and snow- 
drenched Monroe earned the 
right to advance to the state 
semifinals, and will meet Holt, 
in the next round of competi- 
tion. 

Holt has a 110 record. 

“They had a great game 
plan,” said LaPointe, who 
brushed aside the elements as 
any excuse for the downfall of 
his previously undefeated Ti- 
gers. “The rain and sleet was 
there for both teams. Monroe 
had an excellent game plan, 
and they executed it. We had 


the ball for only 20 offensive 
plays. No team has done this to 
us. Give them a lot of credit.” 

If you thought the Shaw- 
shank Redemption (the movie 
about a banker wrongfully ac- 
cused - and convicted for the 
murder of his wife and her 
lover) was something, the re- 
demption of Monroe had more 
than its share of intrigue and 


thrills. The script was well- 
played, with only one flaw that 
the Trojans managed to over- 
come.. 

Monroe won the toss and 
opted to go on defense, forcing 
Belleville to test the Trojan de- 
fense and face a wind that 
screamed across the field at 
near gale speeds penetrating 
the bodies of some 1,000 


zealous fans. 

Monroe - or was it the arctic 
wind? - stopped Belleville in 
its first series and the Tigers 
were forced to punt against the 
wind, a kick that went almost 
nowhere and rolled back deep 
into Belleville territory. 

Monroe took over inside the 
Tiger 35 and it took senior QB 
Dan Cole just three plays to get 
his team on the scoreboard. A 
Cole to wide receiver Greg 
Jones pass that covered 29 
yards accounted for the initial 
Trojan TD. 

Monroe missed the point- 
after, but had a 6-0 lead. 

Belleville came back with 


what proved to be its best se- 
ries of the game immediately 
after the ensuing kickoff. In se- 
nior fullback Ian Gold and 
running back Joe Manuel, 
quarterback Nate Lewis had 
found the right combination to 
drill open holes in the Trojan 
lines. 

Manuel came through with 
runs of 22 and 31 that moved 
Belleville to the two-yard line 
where Gold was given the call. 
The senior back responded 
with a touchdown that tied the 
score.

Bill gives 
athletes 
right to 
appeal

What would you do if you 
were a high school coach and 
an athlete handed you a court 
order that, in essence, stated 
you had to play him or face a 
court contempt charge? 

That, in part, was the situa- 
tion veteran coach Bob Yauck 
encountered earlier this year 
when one of his players, armed 
with a court order, appeared 
on the gridiron and said he 
wanted to compete for Robic- 
haud. The athlete was en- 
rolled at Willow Run High in 
Ypsilanti last year and played 
for the Flyers’ varsity squad. 

After discussing the situa- 
tion and the legal ramifica- 
tions with the Westwood 
School Board attorney, Yauck 
decided he would allow the 
athlete to play. 

It was apparently a mistake. 

Robichaud was penalized 
recently by the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association, 
the ruling body of prep sports 
in Michigan, which declared 
the player ineligible and sub- 
sequently ruled that Robic- 
haud had to forfeit all games 
involving the controversial 
player. 

If the MHSAA ruling stands, 
Robichaud will probably be 
asked to forfeit the Suburban 
Athletic Conference title to 
Highland Park. Highland Park 
finished second in the SAC’s 
final standings this year. 

The school district says it 
will appeal to the higher court. 

In the meantime, one local 
state lawmaker has introduced 
legislation to grant high school 
athletes due process. 

State Senator George Z. 
Hart (D-Deaborn), whose sen- 
atorial district includes the 
cities of Inkster and Dearborn 
Heights, introduced Senate 
Bills 742 and 743 that would re- 
quire, if enacted into law. that 
an appeals process be estab- 
lished for any high school stu- 
dent who is denied eligibility 
to compete in a sport by the 
MHSAA. 

“It’s about time high school

Inkster picks new head cage coach

Michael “Gus” Thomas was 
a dynamic, sharpshooting 
point-guard when he played 
for Ecorse in the old Twin Val- 
ley Conference. 

The ex-Marine who went on 
to play and coach for the U.S. 
Armed Forces is back in the 
area as the new head basket- 
ball coach at Inkster High. 

Thomas replaces former 
Inkster High coach Monte Den- 
nard who led the Vikings to 
consecutive Suburban Athle- 


tic Conference basketball ti- 
tles, but he decided to step 
down after a controversial 
post-season debacle which en- 
ded with Inkster posting a 
first-ever forfeit of a Class C 
championship playoff game. 

“I have not met with the 
team yet,” said Thomas, who 
earned 10 varsity letters in the 
three major sports - basket- 
ball, football and baseball - 
while at Ecorse. “But I do have 
a meeting with them on Mon- 
day. 1 know there is a lot of 
basketball talent at Inkster, 
and I look forward to the chal- 


lenge that is presented to a 
coach who accepts the respon- 
sibility of developing that 
talent.” 

Thomas also said that per- 
petuating Inkster’s great tradi- 
tion of fielding outstanding 
and competitive teams is high 
on the agenda, especially since 
the athletes realize that they 
must meet the high aca- 
demic standards estabiisned 
by the board of education. 

“Education comes first and 
foremost here. Any player who 
can not excel in the classroom 
will not do so on the hardwood 


In a league and playing against 
some of the finest teams in the 
state, we have to be ready men- 
tally and physically for the 
challenge.” 

After his high school career, 
Thomas attended Highland 
Park Junior College and 
played for the legendary 
Glenn Donahue whose coach- 
ing skills Thomas tries to 
emulate. 

“He instilled in us a sense of 
fairness and competitiveness, 
always stressing that there

Ex-Belleville 
stars shine 
in college 

Two former Belleville High 
athletes are being recognized 
for their college achievements. 

The recipients are Larry 
Radcliff, who competed in 
football during the mid-1960s 
for the Tigers, and Anne Gray, 
an outstanding distance run- 
ner while at Belleville whose 
collegiate career at DePaul 
has also been exemplary. 

Radcliff is one of five for- 
mer Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity athletes who was inducted 
last week into the EMU's Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame. 

An outstanding football 
player at EMU from 1969 to 
1971, Radcliff gained 2,848 
yards during his college career 
and led the nation in rushing 
as a senior with a 194.5 per- 
game average before suffering 
a career-ending knee injury in 
the seventh game of the

season. 

Radcliff was named the 
team’s Most Valuable Offensive 
Player for the 1971 season. 

During his EMU career, he 
established records for rush- 
ing (2,848), total offensive yards 
(2.848), rushing average per 
play (5.9), scoring (156 points) 
and touchdowns (26). He was 
also named Athlete of the Year 
at Eastern in 1972. 

In addition, he had two of 
the longest rushes in school

students were given the due 
process rights as any other 
Michigan citizen,” Hart 
stressed. “Currently, if the 
MHSAA declares a student in- 
eligible to compete in a sport, 
their career is over even if the 
MHSAA is wrong. This legisla- 
tion would require that the 
MHSAA at least give these stu- 
dents a right to an immediate 
appeal.” 

Hart’s proposed legislation 
would require that the 
MHSAA be subject to the Ad- 
ministrative Procedures Act of 
1969 (APA) to which nearly all

state departments mus> 
comply. 

Among other key compo- 
nents of the APA are: 

• All parties in a contested 
case shall be given the oppor- 
tunity for a hearing without 
undue delay; 

• A reference to the particu- 
lar sections of the statutes and 
rules involved would have to 
be provided; 

• A specific appeals process 

would have to be set up; 

• An impartial hearings offi- 


cer would have to be assigned 
to the case. 

Hart noted that in many cir- * 
cumstances, the MHSAA rul- * 
ing is final “and it isn’t fair to 
the young athletes.” 

“If you are denied a license 
for a particular occupation, or 
if you feel that a state depart- 
ment made an incorrect ruling 
in a case affecting you, you 
have the opportunity to appeal 
that decision without delay. 

“But, if you are a high 
school athlete, your only op- ' 
portunity to appeal is before 
the circuit court. But the time 
the case is heard by the court 
the season may be already 
over and the athlete is out of 
luck, even if the court agrees 
with the athlete.”

Legislator claims consumers’ ability to sue cut 


“Under Republican- 
sponsored Senate Bill 344, 
Michigan consumers won’t 
have much recourse if they ac- 
cidentally become victims of 
defective products," said State 
Rep. Thomas H. Kelly (D- 
Wayne). 

On close to a party-line vote, 
this measure gives an im 
niense range of immunities 
against liability to manufac- 
turers and businesses, and at 
the same time establishes caps 
on the damages payable to vic- 
tims. 

“The bill is clearly anti- 
consumer,” said Kelly. “Corpo- 
rations should have the same 
responsibilities as you and I, 
and they do not. Even though 
victims of defective products 
are still able to file law suits, 
there are too many oppor- 
tunities in the bill to let the 
product manufacturer evade 
responsibility.”

WSU leads 
nation in 
graduate 
students 

With more than 14,000 stu- 
dents enrolled in graduate and 
professional program, Wayne 
State University again led the 
nation’s public universities in 
that category in 1993-94, the 
latest year for which data are 
available from the U.S. Office 
of Education. 

WSU President Adamany 
noted that the university’s 
graduate programs are heavily 
attended by part-time stu- 
dents, filling an important 
niche for the Detroit area. 

“Many of our students work 
full-time in the auto industry, 
banking, education and the

Adamany said. “The university 
is proud of its role in providing 
much of the professional work 
force in the tri-county area." 

“More than 25 percent of all 
the people in the metropolitan 
area who hold college degrees 
received at least one of them 
from Wayne State University,” 
Adamany said. 

Part-time students at the ad- 
vanced levels outnumber full- 
time students in all the 14 
schools and colleges, 

Wayne State University 
ranked first in the nation in 
graduate and professional en- 
rollment in 1993-94 with 14,047 
students.

“For instance, immunity 
from suits will be broadened 
to include companies whose 
products have met government 
standards,” Kelly said. “This 
means a victim suffering se- 
vere and permanent damage 
resulting from defective medi- 
cation won t have any legal re- 
course if the medicine was 
approved by the Federal Drug 
Administration. 

The cap on non economic 
damages would be set at 
$280,000 and at $500,000 for

death or loss of a vital bodily 
function. 

“The caps were set too low 
for people injured or killed by 
using a product they assumed 
to be safe,” Kelly said. 

“Kelly opposed the bill’s 
‘empty chair’ provision, a pro 


vision allowing defendants to 
place blame on a third entity 
who has not been named in the 
suit. 

It allows the jury to allocate 
all or part of the judgment to a 
third non-party, who because 
he or she isn’t named in the 


suit, is not collectible. 

“The creation of an ‘empty 
chair’ automatically gives de- 
fendants the choice of placing 
blame onto someone they 
know isn’t named in the case, 
thereby reducing (or eliminat- 
ing) the amount they may have 
to pay,” Kelly said. “Naturally, 
the named defendants will al 
ways turn to the ‘empty chair’. 

“This is totally unjust to the 
consumers. In my estimation 
someone is responsible and 
must be held accountable for 
producing defective prod- 
ucts.” 


Kelly said he opposed the 
legislation because of its radi- 
cal content, and because there 
have been no indications that 
changes are warranted. 

“In all the testimony taken 
before the committee, not one 
person cited a single case 
showing the changes are 
needed,” Kelly said. “No one 
came forth and testified that 
there were excessive verdicts. 
This is another Republican 
maneuver to hinder working 
people. It’s another one of 
their special interest givea- 
ways.”

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Playthings from the past highlight holiday decor 






Historian Jim Johnson will 
be living in two worlds this 
holiday season. While his own 
two sons anticipate Christmas 
with visions of Power Rangers, 
Johnson is preparing for a hol- 
iday season steeped in 19th- 
century tradition. 

Johnson and the Greenfield 
Village holiday planning team 
work for months each year to 
select decorations and activ- 
ities that recapture the spirit 
of Christmas past in the Vil- 
lage’s historic homes. 

This season, a variety of toys 
will provide not. only a festive 
touch, but also a look into the 
lives of the boys and girls who 
played with them. 

Dolls with china heads, 
metal mechanical banks and 
other playthings from the past 
will be tucked under the tree 
in homes that represent a vari- 
ety of traditions. 

At the 1880s Firestone 
Farm, birthplace of tire mag- 
nate Harvey Firestone, Victo- 
rian customs and the family’s 
German heritage are evident 
in the abundance of greenery 
and gifts. 

“In addition to introducing 
the Christmas tree to America, 
German families had a deeply 
rooted crafts tradition,” John- 
son said. “Carved ornaments 
and toys were abundant, in 
contrast with families of Brit- 
ish descent, who tended to- 
ward the Puritanical with 
simple gifts of fruit and 
candy.” 

Visitors to the home where 
Orville and Wilbur Wright 
spent their youth will see the 
kind of scene that the p-own- 
up brothers were thinking 
about on Dec. 17, 1903, when 
they telegraphed from Kitty 
Hawk, “Success... home 


Christmas.” 

Family photos provided ref- 
erence material for Johnson 
and the decorating team. ..and 
also a few challenges. “There 
is a distinctive child’s tea set 
clearly depicted in one photo,” 
Johnson said. “Fortunately, we 
found a set that resembles it, 
box and all, tucked away in a 
corner of a storage room.” 

With some minor restora- 
tion, the tea set will join cud 
dly cloth dolls (intended for 
the bachelor brothers’ niece), 
plus a variety of tissue- 
wrapped “mystery” packages 
under a tree trimmed with 
popcorn garlands and 
trimmed w'ith tiny candles. 

Not every Greenfield Vil- 
lage home has a tree, however, 
since the custom didn’t catch 
on until late in the 19th cen- 
tury. At the 1860s Sus- 
quehanna Plantation, dolls 
and hand-hewn wooden toys 
will be placed on the floor 
amid wrinkled paper for a 
“just opened” look. This Civil 
War-era home will also illus- 
trate how the conflict that pit- 
ted the nation against itself 
gave Christmas celebrations a 
renewed significance. 

“Families that had seen the 
country torn apart began to 
place greater emphasis on hol- 
idays as a time to gather and 
celebrate,” Johnson said. 

“And ironically, the technol- 
ogy that was developed to 
make more accurate and 
deadly weapons also made 
peacetime toy production pos- 
sible,” he added. “Following 
the Civil War we see a rise in 
crafted metal toys like the me- 
chanical banks that have be- 
come so collectible in recent 
years.”

“Increases in 
Medicare premiums, deduct- 
ibles and co-payments will 
overwhelm the financially 
pressed elderly and others. 

“Out of 37.6 million Ameri- 
cans receiving Medicare bene- 


fits, almost 60 percent rely on 
Social Security benefits for 
more than half their income. 
Because of the Social Security 
status, it is plain to see these 
folks cannot tolerate this raid 
by the Republicans.” ,

We caught the ex- 
citement of toy trains and 
miniatures at Greenberg’s 
Great Train, Dollhouse and 
Toy Show at the Novi Expo 
Center. 

“Trains and doll house col- 
lection and operation offer 
fun, interaction and interest 
for the whole family,” said Joe 
Armacost, show manager. 
"They are playthings which 
have been a part of every per- 
son’s childhood and involve a 
variety of carpentry, electrical 
and artistic skills.” 

Many adult collectors and 
operators attending the show 
confessed that their fancies for 
collecting first began way 
back.

Whyman speaks 
about reform 


Overhauling the state’s wel- 
fare system would help those 
dependent on public assis- 
tance achieve self-sufficiency, 
said Rep. Deborah Whyman af- 
ter the house approved the na- 
tion’s most comprehensive 
welfare reforms. 

Whyman, (R-Canton Towns- 
hip) said House Bills 5353 and 
5354, which she co-sponsored, 
create an assistance program 
geared toward family indepen 
dence. It provides welfare re- 
cipients with he tools to break 
the cycle of poverty and take 
control of their lives. 

“The days of handouts and 
excuses are over,” Whyman, 
vice chair of the House Human 
Services Committee said. 
“This reform package estab- 
lishes a plan that gives recip- 
ients every chance to improve 
their condition as long as they 
demonstrate responsibility 
and initiative. Recipients who 
want to work or learn a new 
trade would have the oppor- 
tunity' to overcome obstacles to 
employment and job training. 

“For too long, taxpayers 
have been footing the bill for 
those who have no ambition to 
help themselves. Under the 
proposed changes, an un- 
willingness to work or find 
work or serve the community 
in a positive way will be rea- 
son enough to end payments. 
This measure is all about per- 
sonal accountability.” 

Under the plan, the Depart- 
ment of Social Services adopts 
a fresh name and focus. The 


new Family Independence 
Agency would require each 
adult client to have a custom- 
ized agreement outlining spe- 
cific responsibilities. This 
social contract must be hon- 
ored for assistance to begin 
and continue. 

The plan also contains inde- 
pendence provisions that 
would: 

• Require minor parents to 
live with a parent or in other 
adult- supervised households, 
and to complete high school. 

• Mandate that adult recip- 
ients engage in at least 20 
hours per week of employ- 
ment, Work First programs, ed- 
ucation or training, or 
community service. 

• Require recipients to co- 
operate in the establishment 
of paternity, and the securing 
of child support, as part of 
their social contract 
obligation. 

• Forge stronger partner- 
ships with foster parents, 
adoptive parents and ex- 
tended families on behalf of 
children. 

• Establish a contingency 
fund for use during times of 
high unemployment to assure 
that Michigan can assist those 
in need now and in the future. 

The package was developed 
by several bipartisan groups 
throughout Michigan that ex- 
amined such crucial issues as 
child protection, cash assis- 
tance, child care, and Medi- 
caid.

For the money you receive 
nearly all of the toys: air condi- 
tioning, power windows and 
locks, a four speed automatic 
transmission, cruise control, a 
3100 SFI V6 engine, power 
driver’s seat, an AM/FM stereo 
with cassette, anti-lock brakes 
and dual airbags. 

Another pleasing aspect of 
the Achieva is that it manages 
to maintain an EPA rating of 19 
mpg in the city and 29 mpg on 
the highway even with its po- 
tent V6 engine.

General Motors improved 
its year-to-year production per- 
formance in October by four 
percent and announced it is 
maintaining its fourth quarter 
forecast at 1.36 million units. 
In October, GM produced 

5003.000 units in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, up 
from 483,000 units during the 
same period last year. Of the 

503.000 units, 306,000 were cars 
and 197,000 were trucks. 

For the fourth quarter, GM 


estimates it will build 1,364,000 
units. In September, GM raised 
its estimate by almost three 
percent based on continued 
growing demand for some 

models, including the Cava- 
lier, Sunfire, Lumina, Monte 
Carlo, Cutlass Ciera and DeV- 
ille.
